It com- 
pleted its sixth fortified camp to-day, and has 
five in its rear to fall back on, in case of be- 
ing driven.

The morale and confidence of the army is 
greatly improved since Gen. Halleck's arrival. 
Many are the conjectures whether the enemy 
will ght or run. Their pickets diepute sharp- 
ly every advance, but of late no strong force 
has appeared In front of any but the icf 
wing. For the last two nights the enemy has 
ceased to drum or sound any car whistles, a 
tact capable of various explanations. One of 


where he could siton one branch and sbelter 
himself behind another, resting his fect on a 
third.

A good many shots were fired at him, but 
none hit, and et night he climbed down aad 
vent to supper highly elated, ne doabt, with 
his performance.

The horses stand saddied night and day, and 
the troops are roused every morning before

health of the corps is pretty good, and very 
few deaths occur, though there are many cases 
of mild summer complaint.

This country is nearly 
all forest. The clearings being few, email and 
miles apart. It is not as fertile as Illinois 
prairies, but were it settled up, cleared, 
planted with frait and dotted with farm 
houses, churches and villages, it would be 
surpassingly beautiful. Fruit grows finely 
and the peach trees are loruriantly loaded 
with half grown peaches. Doubtless many of 
these splendid bill tops would produce fine 
vineyards, but a curse scems to have rested 
on the inbabitants. The few scattered ap- 
ple trees around their cabins are often stroog 
} with the growth of fifty years, but there is 
little evidence of any enlargement of the 
scanty clearings within the memory of the 
present gencration. 

Chicago men are doing well. Major Taylor 
ecems in bigh spirits.

SECOND DISPATCH. 

1 p. m.—I learn, since writing the above, 
that Capt. Lell, of the 46th Indiana regixent, 
with a number of his men on Craighead Point 
on a reconnoissance, was the provoking cause 
of the shelling in that direction by the rebels 
last evening. They had obtained all the in- 
formation when discovered by a sentry, and 
immediately fired upon. While making their 
way out of range, « shell burst over their 
heads, a fragment struck a limb of a tree, 
which falling, slightly wounded a man in the 


The only information I can obtain as to the 
result of the reconnoissance is, that we now 
know just as much regardiug the force at 
Fort Pillow as they knew about the flotilla. 

Three rebel deserters have just come on 
board the Benton from Fort Pillow, bringing 
their muskets with them. They report the 
condition of things there about as others have 
done. They say that in one tier at the fort 
there are mounted thirty-nine guns. They 
could not tell how many on the tier in the 
rear. There are but 300 men in the fert, ac- 
cording to thelr story, which in this particular, 
is improbable. Our mortars have just opened 
fire on the works, with what results, we can- 
not tell. | 

THIRD DISPaTCH. 
Carmo, May 3, 

William Dunbar, one of the rebel artillerista 
from Fort Jackson, New Orleans, taken pris- 
oner of war at the time of the occupation of 
the fort by Com. Farargut, arrived at Cairo 
yesterday, with New Orleans dates to the 19th 
He reports that a portion of the ficet had 
left New Orleans for the Gulf, while those of 
lightest draft had arrived at Vicksburg, and 
when be left§ihat region it was said they were 
engaging the enemy's fortifications there. An 
officer in charge of reinforcements sald that 
Vicksburg was extremely well fortified, and 
that they would be able to compel the return 
of the fleet to New Orleans. There area large 
pumber of Confederate troops along the line 
of the New Orleans and Jackson Railroad. 

No information was allowed to come from 
Corinth. 

it was reported at Jackson, Missouri, that 
8,000 Confederates had deserted from Beaure- 
gard’sermy. There is an alarming scarcity 
both of provisions and water at Corinth. The 
citizens of Memphis were upon the verge of 
starvation, and there was immense suffering 
among all classes. Salt is selling at $40 a sack, 
and retails at fifty cents a pound. Confederate 
currency is worthleas throughout Louisiana, 
but in Mississippi and Southern Tennessee it 
is still current. 


arrived yesterday, and gave a variety of jater- 
esting information, confirming previously re- 
ceived accounts concerning the disaffection 
and lack of provisions of Beauregard’s army. 
They say the rebels fully expect to conquer in 
the next fight, after which it is their intention 
to divide the army into three grand divisions 
and invade the Northern States. It haa been 
definitely ascertained that 1,000 rebel cavalry 
are located at Trenton with the intention of 
marching upon Union City and Hickman.

Five bundred secession cavalry are congro- 
gated on the bank of the Mississippi near the 
mouth of the Objon River, where they are 
about planting « battery to obstruct the pas- 
rage of Federal transports.

The steamer Emerald has just arrived from 
Pittsburg Landing; bringing as passengers, 
Wm. G. Green, Esq., and Dr. Sadduth, from 
Menard, commissioners appointed by Gov. 
Yates to look after the wolfare of Illinols 
troops in the army of the Tennessee. They 
left the division of Gen, Hurlbut yesterday 
morning, at ten o'clock, up to which time 
there had been no general engagement. There 
were daily skirmishes between the pickets, 
who were posted an average distance of three 
hundred yards apart. In al! skirmishes so far 
the rebels are invariably driven back, and our 
troops hold their positions. As we advance, 
fortifications are erected and rifie pits dug to 
shield our boys from the enemy’s sharpshoot- 
ers. The breastworks at present in course of 
construction arc «vidently intended for siege 
fortifications, and are being built with great 
care, of materials intended to resist almost 
any cannonading. The works are at an sver- 
age distance from Corinth of less than two 
miles. The enemy occasionally throw shell at 
at the Federal army, Gen. Pope's division be- 
ing generally the recipient of their favors, 
So far no damage hag resulted from these dem- 
onstrations. 


From careful observations made by him, 
our informant arrived at the conclusion that 
Gen. Halleck’s policy was a purely defensioe 
one for the present, unless attacked they did 
pot anticipate a battle for several weeks.

GEN. SIGEL. 

Gen. Sigel arrived in this city on Saturday 
from St. Louis. The news of his arrival at 
the Tremont House flew like wild fire 
through the city. As soon as he had parta- 
ken of supper he was serenaded, and a vast 
crowd collected on the streets and in the 
house to hear him. When introduced to 
the multitude from the balcony, he was re- 
ceived by long and continued cheering. 
He tesponded in a few remarks (elsewhere 
reported) stating that he was on his way 
to Washington by order of the Secretary 
of War.

GEN. SIGEL IN CHICAGO, 

A Spontancous Ovation. — 
That accomplished soldier, sturdy patriot, 
and earnest champion of Liberty, Maj. Gen. 
Fraxz Sex, arrived in this city, from St. 
Louis, on Saturday evening, and is now at the 
Tremont House. He is on his way to Wash- 
ington, where be cocs In accordance with the 
orders of Secretary Sianton. He is accompa- 
nied by C. W. Asmusson, one of his aids. It 
was the wish of the General to perform his 
journey to the Capital without being inter- 
rupted by the demonstrations of his friends, 
which are sure to take a warm and cordial 
shape, wherever his presence is known; and 
so quietly and unheralded did he come into 
Chicago, that probably not a dozen persons in 
the city were aware of bis presence among (us 
until Mayor Sherman, at the completion of the 
serenade to Fernando Wood st the Sherman, 
announced that Gen. Sigel would be serenaded 
at the Tremont House at 11 o’clock. This an- 
nouncement was received by the crowd in 
sharp contrasi with the reception which they 
had jost given the wily demagogue from New 
York. The first was cold, indifferent—almost 
contemptuous. The latter, warm, cordial, en- 
thusiastic—with cheers which echoed through 
the streets like the rushing of mighty waters. 

THE SERENADE. 

At about half-past ten o'clock, the crowd 
began to gather infront of the Tremont 
House, and at 11 o'clock, the hour named, the 
audience had increased to a mighty host.

The Baltimore and Ohio Ralflroad was re- 
opened through to Baltimore on the 3ist with 
every guarantce on the part of the Govern- 
ment and from the position of the forces that 
the line would be maintained.

On 
the 17th our troops occupied Mount Jackson 

and were to reach New Market, twelve milca 
further South, on the sameevening. On the 
19th the Federal advance guard was at Sparta. 

On the 20th of April, Gen. Banks’ official 
dispatch stated that the flight of Jackson from 
the valley by the way of the mountains, from 
Harrisonburg, towards Stannardesville and Or- 
ange Court House, on Gordonsville, was con- 
firmed by our scouts and prisoners. Three 
days later, the following was his diepatch: 

Jackson has abandoned the valley of Vir- 
ginle rmanently, and is en for Gor- 

neville, by the way of the mountains. Ev 
day brings Its and numerous desert- 
ers from the rebels. 

The dispatches of the 26th state that Jack- 
son's retreat from the valley had a beneficial 
effect on the volunteers and drafted men from 
Rockingham and the surrounding counties. 
Large numbers of them were daily coming 
into our lines and delivering themselves up. 
It was stated that hundreds of them were in 
the mounteins, hiding from Ashby's scouts, 
only awaiting an opportunity to escape and 
claim pretection from Gen. Banks. 

On the 20th of April the dispatches stated’ 
that the rebels under Gen. Edward Johnson, 
were 3,000 strong a few miles from Staunton, 
and 15,000 at Gordonsville, with a prospect 
that the former would usite with Jackson. 
For some days there waa no change in these 
positions. The valley of the Shenandoah was 
clear and the success wasso heralded through- 
out the press. On the 7th Gen. Banks’ army 
was still at New Market. Their only duty 
apparently was to repress guerilla bands. The.

men. The Secretary of War deemed it unwise 
to spare more from the other columns, but 
euch was the urgency of Gen. McClellan's 
appeal, made directly to the President and 
seconded by the clamors of partial friends, 
that the column of Gen. Banks was unwisely 
weakened, The best evidence is before the 
reader in the report im another column 
of yesterday's debate in the Senate.
